In addition, some big issues will be 
on the agenda, including Newfound¬ 
lands ei^try nto confederation, new 
defence activities, fate of the War¬ 
time Prices and Trade Hoard etc . AM 
in all it is evident along Parliament 
Hill now that mehibers of the cabin 
et are busy getting ready for a Live¬ 
ly period ahead. 

NOT—TOO DI9TANT 

There has been a strong hint here 
that taxes ^rill be out in the coming 
budget as the Got* nment report* 
a record surplus o: $169,683,176 dur¬ 
ing the first six months of this fis¬ 
cal year, but it remained Tor Reven¬ 
ue Miniter McCann himself to stress 
Mh relative certainty when li*» declar¬ 
ed that "we all look forward to the 
•lay when taxes wl*| ho lower which 
I ckn promise you will he in the not 
too far distant futiire.” That future 
may mean the coming budget say 
observers here*. 

SLOW—UP 

Non-essential building or expans¬ 
ion will be definitely slowed up or 
stopped entirely for the time being 
as a result of the Canadian Govern¬ 
ments limitation of steel imports 
from the Unite# States, it is learned 
in well-informed quarters in the 
capital. Theatre building and similar 
non-essential operations are going 
to beaffectcd adverse’y by this res¬ 


triction but it is also learned that 
some so called border line cases may 
be slowed up. Implying that product- , 
ton of Cars, houshohl equipment. ( 
washing machines etc, will not come 
on the market as quickly now ns In 
pievloous months. However it is rflg- 
niflcant that whatever effects will 
he felt from this latest steel cbntrol 
the belief here Is that these after- 
mat Its will not ho serious except for 
those seeking cars for pleastitc. dew 
theatres and othe such non-essential 
things under current con lit ions of a 
dangerous world crisis 
NOT NEW TENANTS 

It is cleat ill this capital that many 
Canadian* arc worried about their 
legal status ns tenants today hut off¬ 
icials here point out that anyone who 
has sub-let a home or apnrtment 
from an original tenant 7s not eonsld 
e ed "new tenant” if there is noth 
ing in the "original lease to prevent 
the tenant from sub—letting without 
the landlords consent. ITniJcr these 
conditions the tenant can remain un¬ 
til the lease expires and have the 
same Etatus as the original tenant 
provided aM conditions of he lease 
are otherwise carried out. If the sub¬ 
let has taken place without the con¬ 
sent of the landlord wlieie necessary 
the occupant is a “new tenant”. Lnt 
ost increases would apply definitely 
in such cases as well as other con¬ 
ditions. 

NO COMMENT 

Prem'er Duplessis of Qu< b c has 
suggested I hat provinces shou/d be 
allowed to conduct lotteries for rais¬ 
ing money for rerain purposes but 
inquiries here have brought* no off¬ 
icial comment about this proponu 
save the unofficial In format ton that 
n lottery is ll'epal and anyone "b eak | 
ing” the law would bq prosecuted, 
with the added remark that under j 
the Criminal Code in Canada the 
provinces are obliged to administer !

Not many years ago most farmers

Mimmerfallovv. The seed was plant¬ 
ed with a nurse crop uoout two in- 
. a..-, deep, and this was foitSwed by 
tiie packer. What contrast there Is 
.0 tween that method and the one 
now in use. We now seed grass in 
the lull. In clean. undn.CTiibed grain 
..luliblc. about one-half inche deep. 

Fall seeding ol grass was given ex 
i n lve study ill the early years of 
tha P.F.K.A. regressing program. 

. „th c< ly and late full proved dcs- 
imhle. the early full seed! ngs being 
made between September 1st and 15 
and late full seedings just before 
fr*e*c-up. If moisture conditions 
were favorable grasses Heeded in 
e i 1> fall made some growth before* 
v in er. Late fa’I Heeding* lie dorm¬ 
ant under tlie snow but made quick 
growth early in the spring. This 
procedure was particularly suttabb- 
lor crested vvheatgrass width gro .s 
Lest in cool weather. 

The use of nurse crops was dls- 
co<.tinQcd because they use too much 
moisture, and the severe competit- 
io . o t n rca lted in poor grast 
stands. However, protection for the 
small g ass seedlings is very desir¬ 
able ami so the practise of seeding 
In stubble arose. Even seeding In 
dead unnual weeds proved better 
than seeding with a nurse rop. 

Most fo ago crop seeds are small 
; nd consequently have very little 
food reserve.^It is essential there¬ 
fore that the seed be near the soil 
surface in o dor that the Mttle seed¬ 
lings will break through to sunlight 
shortly after germinating. Practical¬ 


ly all forage crops do best when 
seeded In the upper half-inch of soil. 

For dry land pastures it is not 
too late to seed create? wheat grass 
or b ome. Drill the seed into clean 
tubble about half nn Inch deep Just 
e ore the ground freezes.
